There never was 
an hour or n day when Germany 
would hav I I Ti;. ihinK to gain by 
war Willi tli.' I iiit^tl States. There 
never has been nn hour or a day 
since the Gfunian Empire was found- 
ed In 1871 when the TTnited .States 
navy was not more than able to 
beat the Oennan navy and to defend 
our roasts from the landing of a 
Oennan army — net a day, not an 
hour, not a sninuto. 

No one nation in the world, oonid 
whip us. No two- nations in the 
world could whip us. The whole 
world together could not subjugate 
us. Wihy? Because the products of 
our soli, the vast extent of our 
territory, make u.s a selNsustalulng 
nation — unconquerablbe from with- 
out. We can not be made the 
vlctlni.« of blockade. Our coasts 
are too long to he blockaded. And 
if they could be blookaded, we have 
In our own land everything we need 
to make war Ad to teed our people. 

The Oennan people numhered 
ahont 66,000,090 when th« war 
broke out; .the Whole territory of' 
the empire was 60,000 square miles 
—less than that of the single SUte 
of Teaas; the country had no 
natural defensive boundaries of seas 
or mbuntalns; It was surrounded by 
Implacable enemies, It had an in- 
significant sea coaat; It could not 
prow enough lood to feed its 
population. 

The American people number 
110,000,004; they occupy a territory 
more than ten times the extent of 
the Oennan Empire; the coll Is 
fertile, tho climafto of orery variety, 
the mineral and 4iMt veaoorooa in- 
ezhaaatible, the people intelligent 
and Invontive: there are -enough 
young men to keep the « army and 
navy at numerical strength above 
10,000,000 for an (indefinite time; 
the country is grid ironed with rail- 
roads and waterways; the distances 
are so vast that the whole German 
army, in Its full prime, could not 
provide enough troops to maintain 
lines of communication across (t, let 
alone maintaining • (ightiag, sub- 
jugating fonso. 

To talk ot Oermitny eroaaing three 
thousand miles ot sea and anhjugat- 
ing our huge country and our 
enormous fighting population Is to 
talk foolishness. Certainly no gov- 
ernment that ever reigned In Berlin 
dreamed of undertaking euch a 
hopeless task. ^t is true that 
Germany did for four years make 
successful war against Fmnce. Eng- 
land, Italy and Russia, with their 
minor allies, though these four 
Powers outnumbered the Germans 
thiwe to one In man-power and 
naval iMwer, and much more than 
that in TOoney'i>ower. But Germany 
' accomplished that tremendous mili- 
tary feat because Mie lay In the 
center of the ring of enemies and 
could strike first here and then 
there, and because the German 
«iinleB were better trained. Bui 
:w1iat eartJly good would her armies 
"or her generals have done her In a 
war with America when she had no 
conceivable way of landing those 
armies in .America, or of keeping 
open sea communication lines had 
she been able to land an ainny on 
our soil? 

We say again that there never 
was a minute when ire were in any 
danger at all from any attack 
Germany might mediate, except the 
vaat effort and terrible coat ot hav- 
ing to beat ott aueh an attack, and 
no German high command, In its 
wildeM dreams, ever thought that 
It could subjugate America. The 
Allies made no sacrifices for Amer- 
ica. Not a sacrifice. The Allies 
wore entirely too busy trying to 
hold Germany back to think any-

-was in the hands of the ruling 
powers, the cowardly papers curried 
favor with the Oovemment by heap- 
ing calumnies upon him. The oMIcIal 
and the antl-OathoUc press accused 
the prelate ot being a disturber of 
the public peace and of public order. 

The Oaithollc people proteetod 
against the unjust treatment of

Afteohite rejection ot the League 
of Nations is the only thing that 
can save the United States from 
embroilment in the warfare of 
Europe, representatives of the Irish 
race told the Senate Foreign Rela 
tions Committee Saturday. Frank 
P. WaLsh, Edward F. Dunne and 
Michael J. Ryan — the thr<>e dele- 
gates who went from the United 
States to pre.sont the cau.se of Ire- 
land at the peace conferendo — told 
the committee In burning -words that 
the League of Nations must be re- 
jected by the Benate. 

Judge Daniel B. Oohalaa and 
Boarke Oookran. <rf New Tork, r». 
peated thia deetonitlon In tonea of 
solemn warning. Judge Oohalan 
said: "We Insist that this League 
of Nations is not a league for peace, 
but is simply a cover for an Anglo- 
Aniercan alliance under which the 
rroe<ioni of America would be 
abridged an<i the power of the 
governing .(lass<>s in England 
permanently ,«(>(iired." Frank P. 
Walsh said: "The wliol« league Is 
subversive of what those who 
favored ^ League of Nations intend- 
ed it to be. The covenant la either 
a 'thorottghgotng fraud or It is a 
structure of ideal*. It H not hard 
to find what la tiad In the eovMiant 
to see how rotten it la, that the 
Ideals we have heard so much about 
tiave nothing to do with It It was 
stacked in advance beoanse of secret 
agreements entered Into and among 
those who signed those secret agree 
menta were the representatives of 
the United States. God help the 
people of America if a dispute ever 
arises under Article X of the cove- 
nant, and a dispute is going to arise 
soon over Ireland. Unless the Senate 
pitches this covenant oat ot tba 
window It will bring war." 

Mr. Ryan told the committee that 
the Irish people in ti>e United Btatea 
have never been ao vnited on a 
public question aa they are on the 
question of the Laacae <tt Nations, 
and deelared the wliole thing AovM 
be thrown out. 

Judge Dunne asgerteil that if the 
treaty were raitified the United 
States would be bound to as.slHt In 
the enforcement of the kind of mili- 
tary despotism that rule-s Ireland 
today. He pleaded for rejection of 
the entire treaty. 

For three solid hours the com- 
ltt<.'0 sat in patience listening to the 
eloquent appeal of the Irish repre- 
sentatives for rejection of the league 
covenant. The room, in which the 
hearing was held, waa evowded to. 
suffocation. Throni^wttt the de- 
livery of the speeches there wa? 
upplause as the etatements weie 
uttered. TM spokesmen for Ireland 
did not at any time ask the com- 
mittee to raise its hand in any 
movement to bring a*>out the free- 
dom of Ireland. They departed 
entirely from that line of ar^runient 
and made their case solely upon the 
ground that the Interests of the 
whole people of the United States 
require that the treaty shaiUd not 
be accepted. The speakers said 
that they spoke for twenty million 
persons In America of Irish ancestry, 
and from the standpoint of the«e 



first time .slnoe ttie return of the 
delegates to this country of a .secret 
Interview tliey had while in Paris 
with President Wilson. At this in- 
terview tlie President Is reported to 
have assorted that the Irish people 
were entitled to self determination. 
When Mr. Walsh mentioned this 
iatenrlanr lie said be wonld not dis- 
oloaa it to the cmnmlttae except in 
ezaeutire eaarton for tba rsaaon that 
it might iprora emteirraaaing to the 
President; he offered to give it to 
the committee In eonfidenee. 

Senator Johnson, of California, 
promptly entered a vigorous objec- 
tion to this proceeding, asserting 
that under the principle of "open 
covenants openly arrlve<l at," the 
committee could not accept the 
document In confidence. The com- 
n>ittee thereupon directed Mr. Walsh 
to submit the document for the 
record. Thoje was some applause 
when this order was made. Another 
Interesting point was devalO|^ l>y 
Mr. Ryan when he intonilad ttie 
committee that wban the oomotlMee 
requested an intervlaw In Paris with 
the President they were reterrad to 
Col. House. He said OoMmI House 
treated them with extreme courtesy 
in tiia efforts thegr made to have 
their passports altered so they could 
go to Ireland. Col. House also ar- 
ranged an interview for them with 
lJuyd George, but on the day set 
for the interview Lloyd George was 
unable to attend. 

Mr. Ryan told how the League of 
Nations covenant was iidopted in 
the conference. He said that after 
It was read by President Wilson 
there was a brief statement by the 
Japaneae delegation regarding the 
principle of social equality «nd otte 
by • repreaaatatlTe of Belsimn, ax- 
presstog the regret that Bmaaela had 
not been chosen as the seat of the 
League of Nations; other delegates 
all over the room were attemiptlng 
to obtain recognition, Mr. Ryan said, 
but Premier Clemenceau waved 
them all a.sido and refused to recog- 
nize them. Then, according to Mr. 
Ryan, Clemenceau .s.iiil there 
appeared to bo no objection to the 
covoniuit and it wa.s declared 
adopted without a roll call or vote 
of any kind. 

"Wias there any diftarenee be- 
tween the way «be ataam roller 
woi4ied over there and the way It Is 
sometimes worli^ here?" inqnlrad 
Senator Borah. "Not at all." 
responded Mr. Ryan, "and nre who 
hud observed the steam roller in 
action in Chicago, Kansas City and 
other places were surprised and 
rather admired the mroothness with 
which it worked." 

During Mr. Walsh's statement. 
Senator Borah Inquired if there was 
not some influence at work to pre- 
vent the American delegates fi-om 
obtAinlng a hearing on behalf of 
Mkud. 

"Tn, wa war* imvaBited by the 
repreaentatives of George V.," re- 
plied ICr. WAlah. 

Jadge Oobatan made the opening 
statement to the eommittee aaying; 

"Speaking on behalf of the great 
bulk of American citizens of Irish 
blood, who number more than 20,- 
000,001) of our population, we are 
opponetl to tiie proposed League of 
Nations for many reasons, all of 
which we helleve vitally affect the 
nterests of^ our cociiitry. Wo are 
opposed to the creation of any 
super state or com-bination of na- 
ions that will Interfero with the 
ndependence or with the sovereign- 
ty ot hte UnUed SUtes; that -ironild 
give over to any power or combina- 
tion of powers nny of the rights for 
which ottT foretathera straggled, and 
wbieh are liart ot the berltage of

Bourke Cockran's speech to the 
committee was frequently Interrupt- 
ed by applause and at its conclusion 
Benatora crowded about him to 
ronKratulale him upon what they 
characterized as one of the most 
powerful arguments against the 
L/eague ot Nations heard since the 
tight started. Mr. Cockran Arraigned 
the peace treaty and the Iiaague of 
Nations iu the most dangerona pro- 
poaak ever made to the .American 
people. In his argument against 
the League of Nations he said in 
part: "Wo are here to protest 
again.st any treaty or League of Na- 
tlon.s that would remove the cause 
of the IrLsh people from the con- 
Rcienco of the people. Our only 
liopo la in the influence of the 
American republic. 1 am an Irish- 
man by With, as well as by blood, 
and the reason I am here is because 
I do not want to see the country to 
which I came help destroy the 
principles ot rigbt nnd-Jostiee and 
liberty as 'applied to the Irish race. 
Vhere can b^ no peace throughout 
the world nntll the Irish question is 
disposed of. One great difficulty 
in dealing with the Irish quesflon Is 
to understand Just what It Is. What 
is it that causes this unrest in Ire- 
Land? We are told that the purpose 
Is the purpose of an impoveririlied. 
thrlftles.s, lazy raco to impose its 
will upon a prosperous but helpless 
minority. They say tliis because 
fllster, which oppos(>s home rule, 
is prosperous and wealthy, while the 
rest of Ireland is poor. But if the 
condition of the rest ot Ireland is 
the result ot law and ot British 
tyranny, then we can see a different 
ligbt on the aituatfctn. It It is ahown 
tha* the unrest is the result ot 
British rule, then English rule must 
be exterminated or the Irish people 
must die. You would not suffer a 
race like this to be destroyed; then 
If you would not suffer it to be 
destrovf-d. you must insist that It be 
freed. 'Hie fundamental ImjKtssibll- 
Ity of England doing justice to Ire- 
land has been shown. When aihe 
tries to do it there are forces in 
England too strong to permit justice 
to be done. Ireland must be relieved 
of this Incubus. She can not exist 
under those eondttloas. 8b« won't. 
[ do not bellere all the power on 
earth arrayed under this Laagae ot 
Nations ean keep bar antaiiasiTe 
under this wrong. And the same 
can be said ot America. She will 
never remain submissive under a 
great wrong. If you follow the 
path laid down by this League of 
Nalions---thi8 league which is not 
a league for peace, but a league to 
prohibit peace — then I can see no 
hope for the human family."

A field nisss <vlll hs eelebrated 

Sunday morning, September 14, at 
0 o'clock a< Qlenwood Park, which 
will be a part of the soldiers' and 
sailors' welcome celebration to take 
place in New Aliiany, Septembor 14 
to 17. This was announiced at tlie 
aervices .Sunday morning at Holy 
Trinity and St. Mary's churches, of 
New Alban.v;.St. iMar>''3 at Naville- 
ton, and St. Mary's-oI-th«-Knoba. 
riio mass will be eelebrated in 
hanltsglvng (or the return home of 
the boys from Floyd county who 
served in the world's war. An altar 
will be erected 4n the sootheaat part 
of the athletle field in Oleawood 
Park, where tiie strueture wlU hsTe 
aatnral bsekgronad, eonsisting of 
trees, aad will be protected from 
the aun. The oiaaa will be given 
nder the aiaqtloes of St. (Mary's and 
Holy Trinity oh arches Jointly. The 
choirs of the itwo churches will 
tarnish tlie music, while boy.s from 
the congregations will Horvo at the 
mass. I'rovlsion unll be niiule for 
he comfort of the older men and 
women of the respective congrega- 
tions, (jOO chairs to be placed for 
their convenience. This week in- 
vitations were sent to the different 
churches aad organisstloas of Me 
cities and towns sarrooading Ikm 
Albany to have their msndMrs at- 
tend the mass. It la eveeted tiiat 
several thousand persons irlll be 
presont at the ssnrloe, wbleh will 
be the first oC the kind to take place 
that part of the State. The 
celebration of the mass will be one 
of the chief attractions of the wel- 
come. A field maas Is an unusual 
service, and only two others have 
been celebrated in the Stat« of In- 
iana, one at Indianapolis and the 
ther one at Kvansvillo. There 
were 252 Catholic Ixiys iKitu Kloyd 
county in ttif< scrvite. a iart;c num- 
ber of them taking part in koihc oi 
the important engagements in 
France. In addition this oount\ 
rurnished five K. of O. seeretaries; 
one K. of O. obaplain, and two 
members of the church senred as 
Red Cross nnises. Two hoys were 
killed an the field of battle, one of 
the secretaries died of disease while 
in the serrlce, as did also the chap- 
lain. The two boys killed in action 
were Herman Bauer aitd Victor J. 
Reilly. The K. of C. chaplain who 
ied was the Rev. Father Justin 
RutVer, of Mt. St. Francis College, 
and the K. of C. secretsnr was O. 
dKar Oregoire.

For s(>von hundred and fifty years 
Irelanci ha.« been fighting for the 
one right of self-determination. The 
military forces of a neis'hborlnK na- 
tion have effectively Ktiiven to bring 
it about that the will of that aeigh? 
boring nation and not the will of 
the Irish pe(H^le ahold prevail. It 
has meant seven sad ». half centur- 
lee of strife: it hss mesnt aeven 
and a half centuries of agony aoch 
as probably no other natiMi haa en- 
dured. etlH that Indeetructlhle de- 
sire for self-ezpreaaion in a separate 
national exiatence ie as stroDR to- 
d.ty as it was at the beginning of 
the fontest, even stronger, for the 
national conaciousness of Ireland 
ha-i K'own Inwesslagly wHh the 

atruggle. 

The Irish qasstioa Is ssseatlslly 
a question between two aattons — 
betweea Ireland and EJngland. They 
who tell you that it is a question 
between different sections of Irish- 
men or that it is not a political but 
a religious question, are .saying that 
which they must Icnow false, and 
have but one purpose — to deceive, 
to deceive all whose knowledge of 
Irish history and Irish, condttiona is 
limited to the scrappy aad mislesd- 
ing acquaintance which tiieir daily 
sewepapers giras them. They aay 
that this deofsad for sn Irish Re- 
public sprlnga from religious cauaes, 
though they woll know that thia 
movement had Its origin in Protes 
tant Ulster. W'olfa Tone, Ix)rd Kd- 
ward Fitzgerald agd all the greateet 
of the I'nited Irftlhinen were Pro- 
tesUnts. Mitchell, »avlB, Martin. 
Smith O'Brien, the gi-eateat of the 
Voung Irelanders, were Protestants. 
Butt and Parnell were Proteatants. 
Uany who Joined the present Irish 
Volunteers ead took part In tiu- 
ngbt against Bsglssd were i ' 
lestants. The movement today con- 
tains many Protestants and Its is 
merely accidental and not In any 
sense essential to the p<ilitleal issue 
between Ireland and England that 
the internal political divisions 
among Irishmen themselves should 
roughly correspond to the two lines 
of division of rejigiona beliefs. Brit- 
ish propagandists make use -of this 
coineideace to deceive the world 
and particularly the people of 
America. Were the whole island 
ProtesUnt, England would oppose 
Irish independence Jujt as bitterly 
as she opposes It now. Is there any 
one who doohta It? 



A clsstf St aiaetssa fully qualified 
chauffeurs girsduated (from the K.' of 

O. technical scliool for service men 
at Camp Dix early last weelt. They 
are some of the 300 men, including 
Major Gen. Hale, in command of 
the camp, who have learned, through 
the K. of C, many useful things 
they woald ^at hsTO known if they 
bed quit the army when their die- 
charges eould have t>%en obtained 
without tsMag adTsntage of the 
technlal eonraes offerecd by the 
Knights. 

In Camps Davena. (Dix and Upton 
the Knights are now operating 

schools that rank with some of the 
best business and technical institu- 
tions in the civilian field. None but 
service iiu'n attend thc-^c scliools. 
Oi course in the schools (ii)erate<l In 
K of C. extra camp buildings, such 
as the large K. of C. home on 
Berkely street in Boston, numerous 
dlsharcged men are pupils. At all 
the cempe above named the Knights 
have expert tntMs, whoae work has 
been designed by one ef New Eng- 
land's leading educstors — (Michael 
J. Downey, of the Messaehuaetts 
State Board of EMucatlon and Di- 
rector of the Boston evening 
schools. 

At Kelly Field, Texas, the 
Knights have for months i>een 
operating what is pr&bably the only 
camp law .school to give diplomas. 
Two hundred and fifty men have 
bo<'n graduated from this school, 
seventy-fivo of them officers. 

Prof. G. M. Hayes, of New York, 
eupervisos the educational work of 
the Knights In the Eastern camps. 
Beginning with one or two eourses, 
such es. typewriting and business 
English, the Knights tasre extended 
their camp curricula so that now 
they include sereral wage earning 
trades, the most popular of which 
is automechanios. 

"In the K. of C. whools," says 
Daniel J. Sullivan, of no.'«ton, the 
man who had the first vision of 
what could be done in an educa- 
tional recon.;truction way for the 
men in tlic lamps, "our aim has 
always be<}n to give the service man 
a new weapon to go out and fight 
his way up in the world. As far 
back as tnc airing of 1919 we 
planned our school system. There 
were many difUcuIties in the way 
of putUng it through, but the hoys 
have shown a desire to go to school 
on this side under the same 
auspices through which thsy re- 
ceived comforts sad oonaolatton oa

the other side.' In Boston we are 
planntng have ooa of the host 
equipped sutomsChantesl sdiools In 

the world." 

The Knights' chauffeur's coarse, 
which Includes a thorough know- 
ledge of general motormechanlcs, 
takes a man In camp about three 
months. Mafheiiiatlcal courses take 
longer. Many privates, especially at 
Fort Hamilton, where a K. of C. 
school did remarkably effective 
work, have gone up for examination 
and won commissloos after receiv- 
ing mathematics ta aa iBtemrtve K. 
of C. course. 

With their schools in operation 
at Camp Lee and those operating 
or being established in mid-Weetem 
or far-Western camps, the Knights 
will eoon have on their rosters ap- 
proximately 10,000 service men at a 
time. And this work is altogether 
apart from the K. of O. enppK- 
mentary educational system now be- 
ing put Into effect. 

The commander at Camp Devene 
issued an ol'iiiial l.cMiklet concern- 
ing the K. of C. school, In which 
ho stated that the Knights liad 
full charge of all educational work 
In that large camp and urged every 
man to take advantage of the busi- 
ness and technical inatruetion 
offered.
